Report of the School Board. 


To the Citizens of Mason, 
GREETING: 

In this report we shall not endeavor to present a detail- 
ed account of the workings of the School board, but 
rather to express as briefly as possible a few of the con- 
ditions that exist, and present facts for your considera- 
tion. 

The number of school weeks has been considerably 
lessened during the past year owing to the lack of funds. 
By an act of legislature the amount of money required 
to be raised by taxation was reduced making a shortage 
of about $150. Thistogether with the payment ofseveral 
outstanding bills, left no other course possible than. to 
reduce the number of weeks in the school year, which is 
to be deplored. 

In the spring we decided to re-open schools where 
there were scholars enough to warrant such a _ proceed- 
ing, accordingly the school was opened at No. 2. 

The scholars from Nos.3 and 6were conveyed to Nos. 2 
and 1, respectively. At the request of a majority of the 
citizens at No. 5, we decided, after due investigation to 
open school there. The school met with so little sup- 
port from those who should have been most interested, 
that we concluded to have the children brought to No. 1 
in the autumn. 
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In conjunction with Greenville the schcol at No. 6 
was opened and continued through the autmun and 
winter terms, with a pupilage of twenty-five; the ar- 
rangement entered into proved a mutual success. 

Applications were received for a winter term at No. 3. 
At first we thought best to re-open, but after considera- 
tion decided to lay the matter over until spring. 

There has been but little change in the course of study 
during the year, one addition, however, has been made, 
that of mental arithmetic, which we think will meet with 
the approbation of the parents. This important study 
has of late fallen into disfavor, and has been taught or 
not at the discretion of the teacher. We, realizing the 
need of such a study, have placed text books in all the 
schools. It is to be regretted that our schools are not 
supplied with music and drawing privileges. A visit to 
the different schools would convince the skeptical that 
there are many scholars who would be benefitted by the 
introduction of these two studies. These may be of 
little importance in the eyes of some people, they cer- 
tainly have the value of supplementing the necessary 
studies. They tend to relieve narrowness and give en- 
joyment to school life. 

We would present for your consideration the necessity 
of appropriating money for repairs of school buildings. 

Many of our school houses for want of necessary funds 
have been neglected, and have reached a point where 
repairs are imperative. 

The one at No. 6, is in need of new floor and repairs 
on shed, the plastering is in bad{condition caused by a 
leaky roof. Shingling is necessary, and Nos. 4 and 5 
need shingling also. At No. 2 repairs are needed to 
some extent. Economy, as far as consistent has been 
our watchword during the year. 

Any thoughtful person, however, will recognize the 
fact that economy to the extent of penuriousness is not 
commendable. If the efficiency of schools is hindered 
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through a policy of getting along with poor text books, 
inadequate supplies, necessary repairs on school-house, 
or by payment of salaries so low that competent teachers 
cannot be secured, what might at first appear to be 
economy proves expensive in the end. 

True economy is not merely the fact of saving money 
but rather the judicious expenditure in regard to needs 
and resources. The school children have a right to a 
broad and thorough education, to competent teachers, 
adequate supplies, and other conditions that make school » 
life enjoyable and adapted to train them in those char- 
acteristics that go toward making good citizens... 

In conclusion, we would say that our schools have 
been conducted with a good degree of success during 
the year. 

We have endeavored to give the scholars an adequate 
return for money expended, and to aid in increasing the 
efficiency of our schools. We would urge upon the 
parents the necessity of their children’s attendance more 
regularly the coming year, as that feature in the past 
year has not been satisfactory in some sections of our 
town.
